City Christmas sales 
reported to be good

This Christmas season the buying 
public is buying 
“We felt this year would be a problem 
with big sales, but people are coming in 
and laying down the money They are 
opening up,” salesman Sal Zubiate at 
McMahan’s Furniture and Appliances 
said yesterday. 
In a survey this week conducted by the 
Record. Lompoc merchants reported 
that sales are happily up from last year. 
Prices generally are up too, but not to 
the degree of last year. 
“The big jump in prices was last year, 
not this,” remarked A1 Pico of Pico’s 
Sporting Goods and Western Store. 
Manager Herb Wood of K-Mart noted a 
few items are up in prices from last 
year, but there are no big price in­ 
creases. 
Some items are even cheaper, ac­ 
cording to merchants: cotton goods such 
as shirts, etc. and $20 gold coin pieces. 


“The thing that hurt us most last year 
was J-M being on strike," reported Bill 
Johnson of Johnson’s Jewelers. 


People don’t buy non-essential items 
during times of recession like last year. 
Johnson explained This year business is 
very good, however. 


The Record polled nine stores — 
Beno’s. Rowan’s, K-Mart. Pico’s, Kam- 
meiers, Moore’s, McMahan's, Johnson s, 
and Jorgensens’ — and all report good 
sales compared to last year. 
Some stores, though, commented that 
sales were favorable last year too. 
Arne Kammeier of Kammeier’s said 
last year was the best his store has ever 
had and this year is proving better than 
that. The reason; he explained, was

“We were very apprehensive last year 
with the J-M strike and the recession 
time But compared to 1973 we weren’t 
too unhappy considering the obstacles 
we had to overcome.” said Johnson of 
Johnson’s Jewelers. 
Concerning buying trends this season. 
Wood of K-Mart has observed that the 
public is buying “ an average as­ 
sortment" of goods. 
A1 Pico of Pico’s says people are buy­ 
ing more practical items instead of toys, 
for example. 
“It seems to me the parents are buying 
things that keep the children entertained 
at home.” he said. 
“Business is a little steadier this 
year." Pico continued. “ Lay-aways are 
smaller, but cash sales are larger ” 
Why, he couldn’t say. 
K mart was not open last Christmas, 
but manager Wood remarked that shopp­ 
ing is a little earlier this year and 
steadier than in other areas he has been 
in. 
“It’s not up and down,” he said. 
Still, it may be early yet. 
Mrs. Grossini of Moore’s said, “We 
always do the majority of our business 
the last two weeks of Christmas and we 
are not into that yet.” 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Congress to­ 
day passed a six-month extension of this 
year’s recession-fighting tax cuts and 
sent it to President Ford for an expected 
veto. 
Veto override votes, probably on 
Thursday or Friday, will determine 
whether withholding taxes rise for 
almost every taxpayer on Jan 1. 
The Senate passed the bill shortly after 
final House passage — both by voice 
votes, meaning there was no record of 
who supported or opposed the bill. 
Democrats failed by 22 votes to gain a 
two-thirds vote Tuesday night to speed 
House procedures and pass the bill 
quickly, indicating a close override vote. 
But many Republicans might desert 
Ford on an override vote when they 
realize this is the last chance to prevent 
a tax increase next year 
Ford has said repeatedly he would veto 
any bill without a ceiling on fiscal 1977 
spending 
Democrats have said repeatedly that 
they will not consider a ceiling on a 
budget they have not seen, especially 
when the congressional budget proce­ 
dures call for Congress to set its own 
budget ceiling by May 15 


One final Republican effort to open the 
bill to a vote on the $395-billion fiscal 
spen ding ce ilin g fa iled 232-178 
Numerous procedural votes have been 
taken on the spending ceiling question. 
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Senate in tight secret

but there never has been a direct up-or- 
down House vote on the spending ceiling. 
Speaker Carl Albert said chances the 
House would vote to override Ford’s ex­ 
pected veto are “pretty good." although 
the bill failed to gain a two-thirds 
majority for speeded up passage Tues­ 
day night. 


Speaking to reports just before the 
House considered the bill. Albert said 
many Republicans were voting against 
the bill because "they knew they had 
another chance," and that many of them 
would switch on the veto override vote 


“I sense, just sitting up in the chair, 
that quite a few Republicans would like 
to be elected next year." Albert said 


Ford has said repeatedly he would veto 
any tax cut bill that did not contain a 
ceiling on fiscal 1977 spending

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Senate 
took up controversial U.S. aid to Angola 
today in one of its tightest secret ses­ 
sions in memory. Everyone but the 
senators were excluded from the floor 
when classified reports were given on 
Russian and Cuban involvement in the 
African nation 
The fight centered on a move by liberal 
senators to cut off covert American aid 
to Angola, which has already totaled an 
estimated $50 million, on grounds that 
the African civil war may be a budding 
Vietnam. 
The closed session began at 9 30 a m. 
EDT and was scheduled for two hours. 
But it continued an hour longer after the 
staffers and even official congressional 
reporters — who record debate — were 
ushered from the chamber. 
At the White House, a spokesman for 
President Ford said the United States 
has no military advisers in Angola and 
did not “comtemplate any form of U.S. 
combat intervention there." 
Deputy P ress Secretary William 
Greener declined to spell out U.S. in­ 
terest and action in Angola where, ac­ 
cording to senior U.S. officials, the 
Soviets are airlifting arms and the 
Cubans have sent as many as 5,000 
troops. 
In the Senate, Sen. John V. Tunney, D- 
Calif.. was leading the liberals’ fight to 
cut the administration’s $120.9 billion 
Defense Appropriations bill because of 
the covert aid. 
“I was seriously disturbed to discover 
that my country, in the wake of Vietnam, 
could carry on a covert action thousands 
of miles from our shores at a cost of $50 
million without the question ever having 
been considered by the full Congress." 
said Tunney in a statement released by 
his office today. 
Sources said no motions were made 
and no votes taken in the secret session 
Appropriations Committee Chairman 
John McClellan. D-Ark,, reportedly 
refused to divulge details of CIA 
spending in Angola, raising the possibili­ 
ty of further closed session on what Tun­ 
ney called the Senate’s “fundamental"

Miss Fromme, a devoted apostle of 
imprisoned mass killer Charles Manson, 
is the first person convicted and 
sentenced under a 1965 federal law of at­ 
tempting to murder a president of the 
United States. 
Miss Fromme screamed and shouted 
at MacBride before he pronounced the 
sentence and hit U S Attorney Dwayne 
Keyes with an apple 
She shouted as 
marshals carried her bodily out of the 
courtroom

A senior U S official told reporters 
last week that the United States had 
spent some $50 million in arming the 
anti-Russian forces in Angola 
Greener quoted Secretary of State 
Henry A Kissinger as saying the United 
States was providing “some assistance 
to what Greener termed neighboring, 
friendly countries near Angola 
Anti- 
Soviet forces, according to press reports, 
were being aided by bases in neighboring 
Zaire 
“We have no exploitive interest in 
Angola nor do we comtemplate any form 
of U S 
combat intervention there. 
Greener said. “We are concerned about 
the extent of outside intervention in 
Angola " 
Subcomittee chairman Sen Hubert H 
Humphrey. 
D-Minn. said the seven 
member panel unanimously adopted two 
measures late Tuesday, both aimed at 
halting U.S. covert aid to Angola not 
authorized by Congress. One is a joint 


resolution, which Humphrey expects to 
be approved by the full committee 
Thursday and gain quick congressional 
approvai The other is an amendment to 
the foreign military sales act which 
would not be acted upon until late 
January 
Both give President Ford the option 
either of asking congressional authoriza­ 
tion for Angolan aid or proposing the aid 
be financed from existing funds In the 
latter case either congressional body 
could block it by r e je ctin g the 
President's proposal within 30 days, 
otherwise the aid would be granted 
Earlier Tuesday White House officials 
said President Ford was seriously con­ 
cerned about massive Soviet and Cuban 
military aid to Angolan factions, stating 
it “is not helpful to detente " CIA and 
State Department officials urged the 
subcommittee not to halt U.S. aid to anti- 
Soviet Angolan forces, fearing a Soviet- 
dominated Angolan government would 
inflame racial tensions in southern 
Africa 
They preferred a coalition 
government 
Sen 
Dick Clark, D-Iowa. who co­ 
authored both subcommittee measures 
with Sen Clifford P Case. R-N J , said 
the legislation “cuts off (11.8 i covert ac­ 
tions in Angola immediately upon pas­ 
sage.” 
Case said the measures also put pres­ 


sure on the Soviet Union, Cuba and South 
Africa to withdraw their forces and halt 
covert aid to favored factions 
No countries are mentioned by name 
Hut the two-part legislation “calls upon 
all countries to terminate any military 
assistance such countries may be giving 
to any group, organization, movement or 
individual in Angola " 
In obvious reference Moscow, it said 
“a disengagement by such countries 
would be a welcome reaffirmation of the 
spirit of detente, both throughout the 
world and in Africa “ 
U N Ambassador Daniel P Moynihan 
today attacked communist intervention 
in Angola but also said that any further 
U S aid should be sent openly “Clearly 
the Congress decides that Clearly the 
American people do," he said 
Moynihan said Africa is on the brink of 
complete decolonization and “at just 
that moment, the blue eyes reappear — 
and with an army." 
“But this is something the American 
people should know ,’ 
he added. 
"Already, one after another, delegates 
of countries in that area have come 
whispering to us you’ve got to get in­ 
volved ’ 
“Now. that happened m Vietnam 1 
worked for two presidents who got aw­ 
fully badly hurt, if not destroyed, by 
Vietnam " 
City Council approves 
highway, street projects

Three highway and street projects 
costing $396,000 were approved by the 
Lompoc City Council last night, made 
f/ossible largely by an unexpected sav­ 
ings in another improvement program 
The projects would widen Highway 1 
between Seventh Street and its intersec­ 
tion with Highway 246 at the city 
entrance, build a bridge across Miguelito 
Channel on North Avenue, and extend 
North Avenue 
Barry J. Gustafson, director of Public 
Works, told the council that because of a 
decision to close off Central Avenue and 
do the whole improvement project at 
once rather than to keep it partially 
open and do it in segments, a savings of 
$190.000 in Federal Aid Urban Street 
Program funds had been realized 
The $190,000. under the plan approved 
by the council last night, would be spent 


as follows 
$157,700 on the Highway 1 
widening and $32,300 on the North 
Avenue Bridge. The bridge also will 
require $71.400 in future FAU funds and 
$21.300 in city funds 


State participation in the Highway 1 
project is $53,300 The North Avenue ex­ 
tension will cost $60,000 and will be en 
tirely from city funds 


The total city participation of $81,300 
must be included from gas tax shares in 
the next fiscal year’s budget and can be 
done without interfering with other 
scheduled street repair projects, the 
council was assured 


The Highway 1 project will provide 
four travel lanes and paved shoulders 
with left turn channelization at the junc­ 
tion with Highway 246 The project was 
designed by the State Department of 
Transportation but because of fund cut­ 
backs would not likely be completed for 


a number of years 
Right of way acquisition has been com­ 
pleted. and last night’s approval of the 
project will allow for construction next 
summer 


City Administrator Gene Wahlers told 
the council, “The North Avenue project 
will take 12 to 15 months to process and 
since the funds must be expended by 
June 30,1977. it is necessary to begin the 
design and project processing now 


The project will provide a 40-foot 
bridge across the channel including two 
travel lanes and one sidewalk 


The bridge construction will need to be 
coordinated with the extension of North 
Avenue between the bridge and R St . 
Gustafson said He recommended that 
this be done under the 1911 Act 
procedure, which means that a portion of 
the $60 (JUG would be paid by the property 
owners benefiting from the project 
Few set to take efficiency exam

The 40 local students, 16 or 17 years of 
age, scheduled to take the High School 
Proficiency examination Saturday, are 
among an estimated 12.000 who will take 
the examination statewide 
That’s a small part of the state’s es­ 
timated 670,000 juniors and seniors 
those most likely to be in the 16-17 age 
bracket — but many educators predict 
student interest in the examination will 
pick up by the time of the next examina­ 
tion in March Frank Lakatos, counselor 
at Lompoc High School, says more stu­ 
dents. in recent days have been asking 
about the examination and the possibility 
of leaving high school early Lakatos also 
points to another factor that may reflect 
some of the same kind of student interest 
in shucking high school as soon as possi­ 
ble and before com pletion of the 
required eight semesters of high school 
as mandated by present law He says 40 
to 50 will apply for early graduation in 
January and a few more will seek to 
leave school in June at the end of their 
junior year To graduate early, a student 
must have completed required work and 
prove some hardship if he has to remain 
in school

observers hail the law based on legisla­ 
tion by Sen Arlen Gregorio, as the first 


test of just how effectively the high 
schools are teaching the basic fundamen­

Council approves flags 
following cost adjustment 


Cost to the City of Lompoc for 
its participation in the bicenten­ 
nial Avenue of Flags project 
has dropped from the original 
estim ate of $4,202 to $1.000, and 
the city council quickly ap­ 
proved the proposal last night. 
The project, initiated by the 
Women's Division of the Lom­ 
poc Valley Chamber of Com­ 
m erce. involves the flying of 
the American Flag from every 
street light standard along the 
entire length of both H Street 
and Ocean Avenue 
The flags are being provided 
by the women of the chamber 
through contributions by local 
merchants. They had asked the 
city to participate by providing 
the 165 necessary m ounting 
brackets and installation of 
them on the light poles, and to 
pay for the energy necessary to 
illum inate the 
flags, which 
would fly day and night for ap­ 
proxim ately 
a 
seven-m onth 
p eriod n ex t y e a r in c o m ­ 
m em oration of the nation's 
bicentennial. 
Original cost estim ates were 
$1,204 50 for the m aterial and 
fa b r ic a tio n 
la b o r fo r th e 
brackets. $1,072.50 for installa­ 
tion of the brackets and $1,925 
in energy costs for the seven- 
month period, or a total of 
$4,202.50. 


Last night, however, City Ad­ 
m inistrator Gene Wahlers said 
that several adjustm ents and 
rule changes have been un­ 
covered that will lower the out- 
of-pocket costs to the city sub­ 
stantially. 


F ir s t, he sa id , a ch eck 
through Congressman Robert 
Lagomarsino’s office disclosed 
that the Office of Heraldry of 
the Department of D efense in­ 
dicates that the law does not 
require flags to be illuminated 
if the lights are turned off for 
energy conservation purposes. 


Secondly, contact with local 
individuals capable of produc­ 
ing the 165 standards needed to 
mount the flags indicates the 
price of fabrication would be 
closer to $1.000 than the $1,200 
first estim ated. 


Thirdly, the Air Force has in­ 
dicated it would be w illing to 
help in s ta ll th e b r a c k e ts . 


resulting in either elimination 
of or m aterially reducing the 
cost of placing the brackets on 
the poles. 


Wahlers said $1.000 plus tax 
should be sufficient to cover the 
project, and the council voted 
the amount 


There was som e discussion on 
whether it might not be worth 
the 
additional expenditure to 
go ahead and illuminate the 
flags, but it was decided to wait 


until the installation, probably 
in May. and reassess the matter 
at that tim e. 
Wahlers said that 100 of the 
165 poles are energized already 
and that would mean only 65 of 
the flags would be without il­ 
lumination anyway. 
In other action, the council: 
— Held over to Jan. 6 a 
proposal to equalize the number 
of trash collections in all areas 
of the c ity during holiday 
weeks.

The 
angels have closed their doors 
Maybe a dialogue with the devil 
will give the answer 
Security forces trying to en­ 
force the cease-fire occupied 
the heavily contested seafront 
hotel district today, but failed 
to prevent the new outbreaks in 
the downtown area and in the 
countryside 
The k illin g s 
raised the 
casualty count for the last two 
weeks to more than 600 dead 
and 900 wounded. The total 
death toll since the civil war 
started in April stands at more 
than 5.500. 


Warsaw Pact cool to withdrawal 
proposal of troops by U.S. 


VIENNA. Austria (UPI) - 
Warsaw Pact nations have 
given a cool reception to an 
American proposal to withdraw 
1.000 tactical nuclear warheads 
from Europe if Russia pulls 
back 1.700 tanks and 68,000 
soldiers 
Representatives of the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization 
and the Warsaw Pact nations 
will hold their last force-cut 
meeting Thursday before a six- 
week Christmas recess. An 
answer to the Western proposal 
is expected then 
NATO diplomats did not hold 
out much hope that the proposal 
outlined by American Ambas­ 
sador Stanley R Resor at a 35- 
minute meeting Tuesday would 


break a two-year deadlock 
A Warsaw Pact spokesman 
who briefed reporters after 
Tuesday's meeting was careful 
to say he was not rejecting the 
proposal. But he did not appear 
to share the Western view that 
the proposal could pave the way 
for a breakthrough 
‘‘We have heard things along 
this line before, 
he said "The 
proposal fits into the familiar 
scheme that dates back to 
1973.” 
‘‘I am not going to comment 
on the su b sta n ce of the 
proposal.” he said "The talks 
are continuing There will be 
another meeting on Thursday 
when a Warsaw Pact represen­ 
tative will speak .”

Firemen pulled 15 birds out of 
the fla m in g tr a ile r , 
but 
authorities were unsure wheth­

The blaze apparantly started 
when one of the birds knocked 
over a heat lamp, which fell on 
the resin-coated plywood floor 
The Adelie Penguins killed in 
the fire all died of smoke in­ 
halation inside the trailer

The birds were captured in a 
joint venture by Sea World and 
the Scripps In stitu tion of 
Oceanography. Scientists had 
hoped to establish a colony at 
Sea World for year-round study 
of the birds.

Women inmates riot over 
denial of privileges 


FRONTKRA, Calif (DPI) 
Inmates angered by the cancel­ 
lation of guest privileges at an 
upcoming Christmas party 
stormed through California’s 
only women's prison Tuesday 
night, screaming, setting fires 
and breaking windows through­ 
out the campus-like grounds 
“ At one point in the distur­ 
bance about 300 of 750 women 
we have here were actively in­ 
volved," Dick Guzzard, a 
spokesman for Superintendent 
Brook Carey of the California 
Institute for Women, said 
The rioting began when a 
group of 200 women marched 
from their housing units to the 
administration building to pro­ 
test the announcement that out­ 
side guests would not be 
allowed at Christmas parties 
this weekend. 
They were told the decision 
would not be changed 
“ From there they began to 
mill about.’’ Guzzard said, 
“ and then they started setting 
fires. 
“ They set a clinic on fire, and 
they may have been going for 
medication, we don’t know yet. 
They also broke into the 
superintendent’s office through 
sliding glass doors on the inside 
and set the drapes on fire, caus­ 
ing extensive damage." 
He said the women also broke 
windows throughout the facility 
and tried to burn or destroy 
some of the furniture 
A short time later officials 


ordered the inmates to return 
to their quarters, and guards 
from the women’s facility and 
two neighboring men's institu­ 
tions fired three warning shots 
into the air 


Several Manson Family 
members are housed at the 
prison, but Guzzard said they 
were not in the units involved in 
the disturbance

The selling of babies is bar­ 
baric and the need to eliminate 
such activity is urgent.” said

She cited press and congres 
sional reports that infants have 
been bought and sold for fees up 
to 125,000 in recent years She 
recalled that Senate hearings in 
the 1950s and 1960s disclosed 
abuses including placement of 
children for high fees without 
concern for the biological 
mother, qualifications of the 
would-be parents or the safety 
and welfare of the child 
it appears that history is 
repeating itself, probably in 
view of the imbalance between 
supply and demand 
of ha 
bies,” her report said 
The report, in the new issue 
of Children Today a publica­ 
tion of the Department of 
Health. Education and Welfare, 
said five cities were chosen for 
the study because of large 
volumes of adoptions 
New 
York. Philadelphia. Miami. I/>s 
Angeles and Des Moines Iowa 
Miss Gallagher, who recently 
retired from the Children s 
Bureau said the study will look 
at "laws and practices that 
make it possible for black 
market placements to flourish ' 
with a view to making changes 
to discourage them 
Her report also said 
— The estimated number of 
children in need of adoption 
whether legally free or not. is 
about 100 000 
Some children 
who need adoption are not free 
because of legal complications 
but should be she explained in a 
telephone interview 
The Children's Bureau, an 
HEW agency, has awarded a 
series of grants aimed at "ter­ 
mination of parental rights in 
all instances where the parents 
are clearly unable or unwilling 
to care for” children, and 
focusing 00 a child's right to 
have a permanent home One 
bureau project in Oregon has 
resulted in the freeing of 150 
children for adoption in less 
than two years

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Women help school program tick

LOU AN LUNDBERG. as head bus driver for the Lompoc 
School District, trains prospective and current drivers as 
well as operating a route of her own. First employed as a 
relief driver she earned her supervisor post in April ’74. 


Like an office wall clock, a public school district is often watched but rarely 
examined to see what makes it tick. 
The Lompoc Unified School District is saying that it's often a woman who 
keeps things moving, as it salutes its women employes near the end of the 
International Women's Year proclaimed by the United Nations 
Women currently account for 464 of the district's re g u la r 871 employes While 
there are no women electricians, plumbers or painters- as yet—there are 
women in administration teaching, business and a host of specialized support 
services needed to keep schools running regularly and smoothly 
Of the 561 administrators and teachers. 289 of these are women In the 310 in 
classified positions, 175 are women. 
An “ affirmative action“ plan adopted by the school district this year assures 
women equal opportunities for advancement, according to Alice Milligan assis­ 
tant superintendent for personnel and special services 
As a sample of the district’s variety in personnel, their training and ex­ 
perience, two hold positions not often filled by women 
Delena Gnesa, head custodian at Los Berros Elementary School, has filled 
that post since 1963 She has however, been a school custodian since 1956, first 
employed at the old high school, now Jr. High School, until October 59. In 
January 1960 she was transferred to Westwings School where she stayed until 
her elevation to her present position at Los Berros. There she supervises, coor­ 
dinates and participates in the custodial maintenance. Eight-hour days are 
currently maintained for two men and a four-hour day for a third. At one time 
there were three full-time men and one half-time The cut in manpower is the 
result of fewer classrooms to maintain than formerly All evening work is as­ 
signed to one man 
Mrs Gnesa and her husband Leo live on a ranch near Lompoc on Highway 
246 They have three married children and six grandchildren 
A second job usually thought of as a man's, is that of school district head bus 
driver In this post is Louan Lundberg who first worked as a relief driver >n 
1967 She became head bus driver in April 1974. responsible for training and 
checking prospective and current employes in addition to operating a bus over 
a designated route of her own Training includes a driver s student-handling 
abilities, defensive driving techniques, proper driving techniques and 
knowledge of safety rules 
At intervals during the year Mrs. Lundberg rides a complete day’s run with 
each driver (there are 14 men. 11 other women) as she checks driving abilities 
Each driver does a safety check on brakes, lights, seat belts and mechanical 
items which can be detected, prior to starting on the day s runs. Should any 
mechanical fault be found the bus is turned over to a mechanic and substitute 
bus used. 
First driver arrives at work by 6:15 a m . the last driver at 7:30 p.m. Split 
shifts are necessarily observed for the 22 regular runs per day, and some added 
noontime runs for kindergarten age youngsters 
Hired to ride the buses for special education children are four matrons and 
one “ man-tron,” the term used within the department 
“ It takes a special kind of person,'' says Mrs. Lundberg. to be a school bus 
driver. I feel we have fantastic people with us in this capacity ' 
Mrs. Lundberg and her husband Bill have five children, a college student at 
San Diego, one at Allan Hancock, two high school pupils and one in junior high 
The family lives at 505 Mars Ave.. Vandenberg Village 
Top positions held by women in the Lompoc School District include those of 
Alice (Mrs. Joe) Milligan, assistant superintendent; Sonja (Mrs. Bill) Yates, 
La Mesa School principal; Marge (Mrs. Jim) Cook, publications supervisor; 
Beth (Mrs. William) Mears, coordinator of nurses. 
Mrs. Mears has served since 1970 as coordinator of nurses, responsible for 
implementing and coordinating the health services for all schools in the dis­ 
trict. 
As publications supervisor Mrs. Cook is responsible for printing all district 
forms and publications and is in charge of the district’s duplicating unit, the 
maintenance and operation of offset duplicating machines and related equip- 
ment. 
Prior to elevation to the principal’s post at La Mesa Elementary School, Mrs. 
Yates served the school district as a clerk-secretary in 1961; and elementary 
school teacher and a district reading specialist. She holds a BA degree in 
English from University of California Santa Barbara and a master s degree in 
education from Cal Poly. 
First woman in the district to hold the assistant superintendent post, Alice 
Milligan was employed by the Lompoc School District in 1952. In 1959 she 
served as administrative superintendent, personnel and special services, and 
in 1972 was named to her present post. Her responsibilities involve serving as 
the district's personnel officer for both classified and certificated personnel, 
as district negotiator with employe organizations, and as liaison between the 
district and the county, state and federal agencies in numerous areas. She 
holds a BA degree in psychology and business and a master’s degree in super­ 
vision and administration. 


Lompoc School District currently boasts a woman in the post of school board 
president. Elected to the board in 1973. Gail (Mrs. Robert) Steiger was named 
its president this year. Prior to moving to Lompoc in 1965, Gail was employed 
as a reporter for the Ventura Star-Free Press, assigned to educational news. 
Since living here she has served on the school district tax override committee, 
the 1971 County Grand Jury, and on the City Library board She and her hus­ 
band have two boys, ages 7 and 9. 
A leader for the Lompoc Education Association since 1971, Carol Linger, an 
English teacher at Lompoc Junior High, is president-elect of the Lompoc 
Education Association She has been spokesperson for the group and a liaison 
between the organization and the school district administration Additionally 
Miss Linger has served three years on the Certificated Employe Council, com­ 
posed of representatives from local teacher employe organizations, designed 
by state law to “ meet and confer" with the board’s representative to discuss 
matters pertaining to salaries and working conditions of the local teachers, and 
procedures for educational program She has a BS degree in education from 
Northwestern University and moved to Lompoc from Ohio in 1964.

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Postal rate hike 
ruled illegal 
by Judge Sirica 


WASHINGTON (UPIi - The 
price of a first class letter may 
not be going up to 13 cents this 
month after all 
Federal Judge John Sirica 
ruled Tuesday the postal rate 
increase planned Dec 
was 
imposed illegally 
Sirica said the Postal Service 
did not follow all the legal 
requirements in applying for 
the proposed increase and must 
do so before the rates can go up 
Postmaster General Benjam­ 
in F 
Bailar said the ruling 
would be appealed because any 
delay would result in worsening 
of the Postal Service's $200 
million a month deficit. 
The law provides that the 
Postal Service board of gover­ 
nors file requests for rate in­ 
creases with the Postal Hate 
Commission, an independent 
body set up by Congress to ap­ 
prove rates after considering 
the public interest 


If the commission fails to act 
within 90 days, the Postal Ser­ 
vice can impose rates tem­ 
porarily 
The increases 
proposed for Dec 28 were to 
have been imposed temporarily 
under that section of the law, 


But Sirica said no valid 
request for a rate increase was 
ever filed with the commission 
by the board of governors He 
said the Postal Service gave the 
board a general outline of the 
increases it needed and got a 
go-ahead, but did not advise the 
board of the particulars. 


“ Since there is no valid 
request presently before the 
Postal Rate Commission for a 
recommended decision on post­ 
al rates, defendants may not 
legally set or put into effect 
temporary increases 
until a 
legal request is made and other 
statutory requirements ... are 
met," Sirica said.

45. a former FBI 
and Treasury Department in­ 
former. could be sentenced to 
life in prison Conti set Jan 15 
for sentencing The U.S. Proba­ 
tion lk‘partment will prepare a 
report before that time 
Miss Moore fired a 38-caliber 
pistol at Ford as he was exiting 
from a downtown hotel Sept. 22. 
Ford was not hit. and Miss 
Moore was quickly subdued bv 
police 
Conti, prior to deciding 
whether to accept her change of 
plea, asked whether anyone 
else may have been involved in 
the shooting 
“ Not on this particular date 
(Sept 22).'' she said 
“ Did anyone encourage you 
in this act’’“ the judge asked 
“ As to this particular time 
and place, no,” 


"I'm trying to find out if you 
acted of your own free will.” 
“ In this particular act of fir­ 
ing a shot at Gerald Ford on

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - The 
final member of a panel of gun 
experts who examined the 
Robert Kennedy assassination 
weapon has confirmed the opi 
nion of his colleages that all the 
bullets fired at Kennedy 
probably came from that gun, 
but he also raised a new ques­ 
tion about how the gun was test 
fired 
Patrick Garland, a firearms 
identification specialist for the 
Virginia Bureau of Forensic 
Science, told a court hearing 
Tuesday that the heavily-leaded 
gun barrel suggests there were 
some unauthorized and un­ 
reported firings of the weapon 
between 1968 and last October 
Garland said eight copper- 
coated bullets fired from the 
gun shortly after Kennedy was 
shot and killed the night of the 
California Democratic primary 
in June of 1968 should have 
cleansed the instrument of lead 
residue 
However, he said the barrel 
was “ extremely” coated with 
lead when he and the other six 
court-appointed experts fired 
the gun again two months ago. 
“ I said before that was 


strange and I can't explain 
that.” Garland said at one point 
under examination from attor­ 
ney Vincent Bugliosi, who is 
pressing for an expanded in­ 
quiry into claims that there was 
a “ second gun” and therefore a 
second gunman involved in 
Kennedy’s slaying 
Bugliosi then asked Garland 
if he believed someone had fired 
uncoated lead bullets through 
the gun sometime after the of­ 
ficial test firing and before the 
experts examined the weapon 
“ Yes sir.” he answered 
Garland said the heavily- 
leaded condition of the barrel 
wiped out individual striations 
and made it impossible to 
positively identify the gun 
wielded by Sirhan Sirhan in the 
Ambassador Hotel kitchen as 
the death weapon, despite the 
absence of substantive evidence 
of any other weapon “ 
The panel's report released 
earlier also held that the lack of 
individual striations common to 
the gun barrel and to bullets 
taken from Kennedy and two 
persons wounded in the shoot­ 
ing left the experts unable to 
say for sure that all the bullets 


were fired from the gun, 
A petition filed by Bugliosi on 
behalf of Paul Schrade. a union 
official wounded in the shoo­ 
ting. seeking further studies of 
the “ second gun” theory is 
scheduled for a court hearing 
Dec 31

when digging resumed on Tues­ 
day 
" I ’m glad things did work 
out." Mann said "1 didn't want 
to get blamed for losing Betsy 
Ross " 
Mann and his grave diggers 
began work Monday at Mt 
Moriah cemetery in southwest 
Philadelphia 
"I must say it was a bit upset­ 
ting." Mann said "We dug up a 
coffin Monday, but that turned 
out to be her grandson, or 
great-grandson " 


So the grave diggers were 
ordered back to work 
After 
hours of excavating. Mann 
found the remains of John 
Clavpoole. Betsy’s third hus­ 
band Then he found Betsy Ross 
herself 


"There's no question about 
this one." he said "A ll indica­ 
tions point to this one It was a 
great distance away from the 
grave marker, but it was put up 
in 1923 and that's 70 years after

SACRAMENTO <UPI> - A 
new California Highway Patrol 
academy will be completed 
nex* April but there won't be 
any cadets to train at the $15 
million facility because of a hir­ 
ing freeze by Gov. Edmund G 
Brown Jr. 
If the governor gets his way. 
there will be no new CHP of­ 
ficers hired until at least July. 
1977 
And that means the 
academy will not be used for its 
primary purpose — the training 
of 200 to 300 cadets a year — for 
the foreseeable future. 
Like the new governor's man­ 
sion. the academy was one of 
the few Sacramento-area con­ 
struction projects approved by 
former Gov 
Ronald Reagan 
but its use changed along with 
the switch in administrations 
But unlike the idle mansion, 
the academy will be used for 
retraining CHP officers and for 
classes conducted by local 
police agencies. 
One effect of the hiring freeze 
and other administration moves 
will be that the patrol's force

The legislature and Reagan 
approved construction of the 
new academy in 1971 and the 
facility was paid for by $10.5 
million in state funds and $4.5 
million from a federal grant. 


Despite the lack of patrol 
trainees. CHP officials said the 
new academy was needed 
anyway because the current 
academy’s buildings were in 
disrepair and neighbors com­

The new academy, four con­ 
crete buildings and wood frame 
dormitories, is surrounded by 
457 acres along the Sacramento 
River in nearby Bryte.

members of the task force, 
whose names read like a Who's 
Who of California business — 
from Benjamin Biaggini, presi­ 
dent of vSouthem Pacific, to 
William Roesch. president of 
Kaiser Industries. 
The advisers said construc­ 
tion of highways, public works 


and housing offered the "best 
opportunity” for creating new 
jobs and getting the most 
workers back on the job in the 
shortest time. 
They called on Brown, who 
opposes increasing the state tax 
on gasoline, to support, “ if ab­ 
solutely necessary, a modest

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Freeman roots 
for ABA after 
jump to Lakers 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - When Don 
Freem an talks about the Am erican 
Basketball Association, he still refers to 
it as “w e.” 
“ I spent a long time over there,’’ he 
explained. “ I was one of the original 
players. Sure. I still feel part of the ABA. 
It’s hard to change your thinking over­ 
night.” 
After eight seasons in the ABA — with 
the Minnesota Muskies, the Miami Flori­ 
d ians, the U tah S tars, the D allas 
Chaparrals, the Indiana Pacers and the 
San Antonio Spurs — Freem an, 31, has 
made a successful switch to the Nation­ 
al Basketball Association. 
H e’s the third guard behind Gail 
Goodrich and Lucius Allen with the Los 
Angeles Lakers But he’s followed the 
threatened collapse of the ABA closely. 
“ I hope it can stick in th e r e ,” 
Freeman said, "but I don’t know. It’s a 
sad situation There are a lot of excellent 
players in the ABA. 
“ If the ABA does fold, I guarantee you 
there’ll be a lot of guys with big salaries 
who won’t be picked up.’’ 
With the Lakers, Freeman has been 
reunited with one of his old ABA 
coaches, Bill Sharman. The 6-3 Madison, 
111., native has surprised NBA fans with 
his strong play. 
But nobody should have been sur­ 
prised 
He averaged 19.8 points in his 
first eight pro seasons. 
“ I've always felt I was good enough to 
play anywhere,” he said, “ because I’m a 
complete ball player. Of course, there’s 
always that little question because of the 
elem ent of the unknown. 
“The NBA has more consistently big 
centers but the leagues are about on a 
par. I think a good player would have 
good success in either league.” 
In 1966. Freeman was cut by the 
Philadelphia 76ers after finishing at the 
University of Illinois. He began his pro 
career when the ABA was founded in 
1967. 
“ I know if it hadn’t been for the ABA,” 
he said, “ I never would have gotten a 
chance. But I had a lot of contract 
problems in the ABA and I finally got 
tired of the hassling over there.” 


He becam e a free agent after playing 
last season at San Antonio and put his 
future in the hands of his attorney. Then 
he waited. 
“It was a gam ble,” he said. “ I knew 
there was a chance I would be out of 
basketball But I was willing to take that 
chance 
“ I’m very happy now. It’s a nice situa­ 
tion where all you have to do is work 
hard night after night and not worry 
about contracts. All I’m doing is playing 
the game now and trying to be consis­ 
tent. 
“The Lakers are a real nice ball club. I 
think we can be right up there at the 
finish We’ve got as good a shot at the 
championship as anybody else I’ve seen.

Freem an was an ABA all-star at 
Dallas in 1972 and helped Indiana capture 
an ABA title in 1973.

Rule-breaking uncovered 


Texas jocks got paid for no work 


AUSTIN. Tex (UPI) — In violation of National Collegiate 
Athletic Association regulations and state laws, at least four 
University of Texas athletes received pay from the Texas 
Senate for work they did not do. 
The athletes were carried-on state payrolls as Senate em ­ 
ployes for two weeks or longer after they quit working — and 
in some cases while they were actually participating in prac­ 
tice drills on the Texas campus One of the athletes. Alfred 
Jackson of Caldwell. Tex , is a starting split end on the 
Longhorns football team 
Payroll records also indicate several more athletes may 
have received money under similar circumstances. 
When he did show up for work, one athlete said, he spent 
half the time on his state job throwing darts 
Texas athletic director and football coach Darrell Royal 
said athletes are fully advised of pay regulations and he is 
unaware of any violations 
J Neils Thompson. Texas faculty representative for ath­ 
letics. said he would investigate the allegations 
i f they were not doing anything and receiving money.’’ he 
said, “ this would, in my opinion, be a violation ” 
Investigators for District Attorney Robert O Smith have 
questioned some of the athletes in connection with allega­ 
tions of kickbacks and illegal use of state employes and 


equipment by Senate Secretary Charles A. Schnabel. 
The Texas athletes have not been linked with 
the 
kickbacks, but several were among the Senate employes 
Schnabel had help him brand and vaccinate cattle at his 
farm — in at least one instance on 
state 
time. 
The district attorney declined to discuss the Schnabel 
case, but said state laws make it illegal for a public official 
to arrange for an employe to accept unearned state pay. 
NCAA rules also forbid athletes from accepting money for 
work not performed 
Schnabel hired most of the athletes, but said he was not 
aware of any who quit work before they were taken off 
Senate payrolls. 
Employes who worked in the Senate print shop, where four 
athletes were given $5l7-a-month summer jobs this year, all 
said they quit by mid-August, although they continued to 
draw state pay 
Three ot the tour - freshman football player Terrance 
Tschatchula, former NCAA champion hurdler Robert F. 
Primeaux and hurdler Bill Blessing — admit they did not 
work all of August, but took pay for the entire month. 
The fourth 
basketball standout Rich Parson of Rose- 
berg, Gre - said he worked the entire month of August and 
denied some fellow employe statem ents to the contrary

for 1975. There were a few pretenders to the throne along the way, Nebraska and Oklahoma 
in particular, but each was tagged with a loss and dropped out of contention. Ohio State 
has a power quotient of 115 2, which gives the Bucks a one point edge over second place 
Oklahoma at 114.2. Alabam a's quotient is 114.1 . 
. Nebraska, 113.8. 
in looking back at our Top Twenty at the conclusion of the 1974 football season, we 
found that eight teams are among the m issing this year. Southern California and Notre 
Dame narrowly missed being included in our top group . . . Baylor, W isconsin, and Auburn 
all had poor seasons . 
. and the power quotients of North Carolina State, Miam i of Ohio, 
and Michigan State didn't place them high enough. 


Kansas and Arkansas State receive our vote for the most improved major college football 
teams in 1975. Kansas finished four and seven in '75 and w asn't even ranked among our 
Top 40 teams. This year the Jayhawks finished 7 and 4. increased their power quotient 
from 86 1 to 106.9, and will be playing in the Sun Bowl. Arkansas State, in its first year as 
a major power, increased its power quotient from 74.3 to 92 5, and finished the season 
undefeated. 


The crystal ball had more " u p " weekends this year than "d o w n ." We really have no 
complaints about its performance 
2.211 games were forecast throughout the season, and 
we picked 1,681 right. 530 wrong. There were 45 ties. Our '75 average, up from last year, 
is .760. 


Again a brief explanation: when we list our selected teams as the top teams, we are 
rating the twenty STRO NG EST teams in the country, not necessarily the twenty teams with 
the best won-lost record. A team 's rating is based on the average of its performance 
against all opponents throughout the entire season, and calibre of competition is a major 
factor in determining a team's lating 


There were a few changes in position, but for the most part the football conferences fin­ 
ished in much the same order as in 1974. Ratings are based on each league's power 
quotient average determined from the ratings of all teams in every conference. Of the 
more than 65 football conferences, here are the twenty strongest in the nation:

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A 
drive has been launched to send 
an uncommitted bloc of dele­ 
gates to the D em ocratic 
National Convention next year 
to bargain for feminist and 
minority rights 
The effort was announced to 
newsmen here Tuesday by a 
group of political activists, 
many of them connected with 
Lt. Gov. Mervyn Dymally. 
Leaders said they would try to 
organize a slate of issue- 
oriented delegates to appear 
alongside the name of the 
Democratic presidential candi­ 
dates on the June 8 primary 
election ballot. 
Joe Serna, education adviser 
to Dymally and an organizer of 
the drive, said the organization 
expected that no candidate 
would walk into the convention 
with a majority of delegates. 
An uncommitted slate would 
then be able to bargain its votes 
in exchange for support on 
"feminist-minonty-labor” 
is­ 
sues. he said 
At a later Los Angeles news 
conference, Chairwoman Mari 
Goldman said. "This is the 
most effective method of insur­ 
ing that individuals who share 
the feminist goals will have a 
voice in negotiations with the 
Democratic contender.” 


Serna said the group was aim­ 
ing at capturing 15 to 20 per 
cent of the primary vote. This 
would give the slate about 50 of 
California’s 280 delegates at the 
New York City convention July 
12-15 


The group roust gather 50,000 
signatures statewide, 2,000 
from each congressional dis­ 
trict, for the slate to appear on 
the ballot. 
In addition to Serna and Ms. 
Goldman, a woman’s rights at­ 
torney, others in leadership 
positions in the drive are Anne 
Geraghty, a state government 
employe, and Ella Blevins, an 
aide to Sen. Bill Greene, D-Los 
Angeles The three women are 
all former aides of Dymally. 


Serna said the idea of 
organizing the uncommitted sl­ 
ate has received Dymally's 
blessing but not his support. 


many making good money

The Illinois state lottery is 
regarded the largest in the na­ 
tion, but it has its problems — 
someone has been accused of 
tapping the till. 
New York’s lottery was under 
fire for mismanagement but 
was operating fine — until Oct 
22, when it was suspended 
because duplicate tickets had 
been printed for one of the 
drawings. 
A few administrative foulups, 
occasional pressure from anti­ 
gambling groups and a few in­ 
stances of cheating have 
plagued state lotteries across 
the country, but most are mak­ 
ing money for states. 


The New York lottery began 
in June 1967 and in the 1971-72 
fiscal period it took in $53 4 
million. 
There were some charges of 
mismanagement, 
particularly 
over cases where the winning 
six-digit number had not been 
sold and no top prize was 
awarded Lottery officials said 
that if the number had been dis­ 
qualified, the top $25,000 prize 
would then have to be awarded 
to everyone with the last five 
digits, an unsound proposition. 
But the double print for one of 
the drawings did the lottery in. 
New York Gov. Hugh Carey 


suspended the operation and 
fired Lottery Director Jerry 
Bruno and 315 lottery employes 
He has since ordered develop­ 
ment of an instant lottery game 
— in which ticket purchasers 
know immediately if they have 
won — and indicated the new 
plan was expected to begin 
sometime next year. Carey 
predicts the new game will pull 
in $70 million a year for the 
state 
An instant game has proven a 
gold mine for the Michigan 
state lottery 


The regular Michigan lottery 
has operated almost trouble 
free since its start in November 
of 1972 and had been netting an 
average of $65 million a year. 
But officials are expecting an 
even more profitable year this 
year because of “ Instant Lot­ 
tery” tickets, which are being 
bought at the rate of 1 million a 
day. 


That led to some complaints 
from tavern owners that 
patrons were buying more lot­ 
tery tickets than booze, but the 
complaints were minor. 
A similar instant lottery 
brought trouble to Illinois. 
A woman who once worked at 
a state lottery office has been 
accused of trying to cheat two 
$10,000 Instant Lottery winners 


out of their winnings by cashing 
in the tickets for herself and 
switching their winners for los­ 
ing tickets. Both winners have 
been paid and she has been 
charged with two counts of of­ 
ficial misconduct and two 
counts of altering a state lot­ 
tery ticket. 
The Illinois instant game, run 
along with the regular weekly 
drawing, also has brought some 
complaints from businessmen 
who say their stores are glutted 
with people who want to 
purchase nothing more than in­ 
stant tickets. 
And a n ti­ 
gambling forces complain that 
the instant tickets encourage 
people to overspend cm gam­ 
bling 
Illinois Lottery Director 
Ralph Batch says he would 
recommend no more than two 
instant games a year — each 
running about 12 weeks. 
Lotteries in Rhode Island. 
Connecticut and Ohio were run­ 
ning smoothly. The Rhode 
Island lottery made about $5.1 
million last year — about what 
they estimated for revenues. 
The Ohio lottery, little over a 
year old, has brought $51 
million to the state treasury 
and a minimum of complaints. 
Connecticut has been pulling in 
$51 million a year on its lottery 
with no problems. 


Testimony on Quinlan offered

long-time friend of Karen Ann 
Quinlan has agreed to testify 
before a grand jury investigat­ 
ing charges the 21-year-old 
woman was beaten last April 
before lapsing into a coma from 
which she has not recovered 


A spokesman for the Attorney 
General’s Office said Tuesday 
night William Zywot. 22, of 
Silvis, 111., would probably 
testify Thursday on the circum­ 
stances under which Miss 
Quinlan slipped into uncon­ 
sciousness last April 14. 


Zywot, who once lived in Miss 
Quinlan’s hometown of Land­ 
ing, N.J., agreed Tuesday to 
return voluntarily after the 
state requested Rock Island 


County Court in Illinois to order 
him to appear before the grand 
jury 
Zywot was believed to be with 
Miss Quinlan the night she pas­ 
sed out while drinking with 
friends at a bar. She was later 
transferred to St. C lare’s 
Hospital in Denville, N.J. 


where she has been kept alive 
by a respirator. 
Attorney General William F. 
Hyland said Tuesday he had 
ordered the investigation after 
bruises were found on Miss 
Quinlan's thighs and buttocks 
and a bump the size of an egg 
was discovered on her head. 


Cleaver criticized 


OAKLAND. Calif (UPI) - 
The Black Panther party has 
criticized former leader El- 
dridge Cleaver for allowing the 
federal government to provide 
him with VIP treatment so he 
will become an informer. 


Panther Chairman Elaine 
Brown denounced Cleaver at a 
news conference, saying he was 


“ prepared to allow himself to 
be used by the power structure 
in this country against his 
former colleagues and foreign 
friends.” 
Cleaver returned to the 
United States from France 
recently after fleeing when he 
was ordered back to state 
prison in 1968 as a parole 
violator.

schools has risen from $353 to $1,346. an 
increase of 281 per cent 
During this 
same period inflation has am ounted to 81 
per cent 
If the board were to set aside $1.500.000 
of its windfall for use next year, it would 
result in a tax decrease of $1 94 per $100 
ot assessed value, approxim ately the 
same amount by which taxes w ere raised 
this year A fam ily with a home assessed 
at $5,000 would enjoy a tax decrease of 
almost $100. a welcome event in these 
times. 
1 feel certain m em bers of the school 
board would like to hear from the public 
on this m atter

As I read the story the “ m other bear” 
instincts in me were rekindled from 
yesterday afternoon, when my daughter, 
in tears, called m e and told me that a 
doctor in our com munity had refused to 
see my eight-month-old granddaughter.

When Anna w as born in Lom poc 
Hospital, it seem s that m y daughter's 
obstetrician requested a certain doctor 
to look at the baby. My daughter was not 
aw are of this request until she received 
the bill She thought it was part ot the 
hospital service N evertheless, she paid 
the bill but elected not to engage this 
particular doctor because she “ w anted a 
do cto r who w as m ore into b re a s t 
feeding " She selected a physician in 
Santa M aria, who took care of Anna until 
recently, and who has moved his p rac­ 
tice to a distant city. 
It becam e obvious earlier this week 
that Anna needed to see a doctor. My 
daughter called in for an appointm ent to 
the doctor who had seen Anna at birth 
and was given one for 2 p m yesterday, 
Dec 10 Upon learning who my daughter 
was. the doctor, through his nurse, 
refused to see the baby. Now, Anna w on't 
die because of his unethical action, she 
only has a diaper rash, but she could 
have been suffering from som ething 
m ore severe and the thought tends to 
te rrify this gran d m o th er, esp ecially 
since reading the story in the Tim es this 
morning. 
I called the doctor’s office yesterday 
afternoon following my daughter’s phone 
call In inform ed them that I was going 
to write to the AMA, CMA and to the 
Santa B arb ara M edical 
A ssociation 
regarding this incident. I w as told they 
would call m e back 
They did not. I 
called again this morning and asked why 
the doctor had refused to see Anna. I w as 
told, “ the doctor had to cancel a lot of 
appointm ents yesterday because of the 
flu epidem ic.” My daughter sat in the 
d o cto r’s office for sev eral m inutes 
before being told he would not see Anna. 
So I don’t think her appointm ent w as 
canceled for reason given m e 
This is a case, in my opinion, of p er­ 
sonal feelings in te rfe rin g with profes­ 
sional ethics Of course, the doctor is en­ 
titled to experience personal feelings, 
after all. he is a hum an being But not a t 
the ex p en se of an in n o cen t b ab y , 
w hatever his attitude is toward the 
mother. 
We have m any fine doctors in our 
com m unity who work long hours, m ake 
house calls to Senior U itizens^or a sm all 
fee. pay the outrageous m alpractice in­ 
surance prem ium s without passing the 
increase along to their patients and who 
live and work according to the hyp 
pocritic oath they took upon venturing 
into the m edical profession. Even w ith 
our doctor shortage in our com m unity, 
one feels secure because of the hospital 
em ergency room and the ex cellen t 
coverage of the highly qualified doctors 
who run it.

sometimes do both. 
A drinking driver kills a 
person every 20 minutes and 
causes more accidents than 
any other single group. More 
than 50 per cent of all fatal and 
injury accidents involve an in­ 
toxicated driver. 
With respect to drinking and 
driving, there is no doubt 
whatever about the wisdom 
and rightness of the admoni­ 
tion, “if you drink — don’t 
drive.’’ It is the only safe deci­ 
sion to make. That it is largely 


disregarded can be supported 
by personal observation and 
by the continuous flow of acci­ 
dent statistics created daily. 
The drinking drivers are an 
integral and hazardous part of 
the constantly changing traffic 
pattern. They are a menace to 
them selves and to others. 
When they are operating in 
traffic, even the most skillful 
defensive driver may not be 
able to avoid an accident.

As motorists, we are now 
approaching the most hazar­ 
dous time of the year for ex­ 
posure to the drinking driver.

Angola blues 


Do you rem em ber the talk about the 
“ new C uba?” The Cuba we should “ nor­ 
m alize our relations w ith?” The Cuba that 
prom ises no longer to interfere in other 
people’s politics? The Cuba a couple of 
trendy senators opened their arm s to on 
a recent visit, even as the chief of staff of 
the Senate Foreign R elations C om m ittee 
w a s lo b b y in g f o r 
Cuba’s integration into 
th e o rg a n iz a tio n of 
Am erican States? 


Well, it transpires 
that the reason Cuba 
doesn’t have guerrilla 
f ig h te rs 
ro a m in g 
around such countries 
as Colom bia, Bolivia, 
and Venezuela these 
days is th a t C uba’s 
r e s o u r c e s 
a r e 
s tra in e d 
Y ou 
see, 
Cuba is off liberating 
Angola. F rom the Portuguese? No; from 
other Angolans. Cuban troops and R us­ 
sian advisers are, as we sit here toasting 
the delights of detente, turning the tide 
of battle in Angola tow ard the tough 
Com m unist-backed and oriented MPLA, 
against the m ore m oderate (if hardly 
dem ocratic) coalition (FNLA-UNITA), 
which is being backed by food parcels 
and a few rounds of am m unition from 
the United S tates (dispatched via Zaire, 
which for all its strutting antiw ester- 
nism plainly does not desire a Soviet 
satellite sta te as a neighbor); and a few 
South 
A fricans, 
m ostly 
P o rtu g u ese 
m ercenaries. The Cuban detachm ent is a 
whopping three thousand m en. In rela­ 
tion to its size, it is as though we had 
sent 100,000 men. 


The A m erican people have lost in­ 
terest in A frica, have you noticed? It 
happened som e tim e after the traum a of 
the Congo, and K atanga, in 1962. P retty 
soon the endless changes in governm ent, 
the coups, the fixed despotism s, the stri­ 
dent rhetoric, turned us off, and we have 
simply ignored the continent. Although 
that stan ce is m o rally itchy, it is 
grounded in solid geopolitical doctrine. 
“ We are friends of liberty everyw here in 
the w orld.” John Quincy Adam s w rote,

“ but custodians only of our ow n.” An up­ 
date from that was spoken not long ago 
by then Senator Fulbright. “ We have no 
quarrel with any country in the world, no 
m a tte r how repugnant its policies, unless 
th a t country seeks to export those 
policies.” 
But this of course is different. It isn’t 
as though the bad guys were winning in a 
purely local context. If the Luanda 
governm ent prevails, it will be the direct 
resu lt of Soviet-C uban in terferen ce. 
That interference gives the lie to Soviet 
protestations m ade publicly by Leonid 
B rezhnev w hen he la st visited this 
country; 
and to public protestations 
m ade by Fidel C astro every week or so 
S ecretary K issinger has of course 
protested. And A m bassador Moynihan 
has used the toughest language against 
the Soviet Union heard in the United N a­ 
tions since the day that Henry Cabot 
Lodge lost his cool during the great Oc­ 
tober crisis. Brezhnev has retaliated by 
denouncing our bellicose policies, and 
our violation of the spirit of detente in 
W arsaw, w here he addresses the satraps 
of another of his colonies. I do not know 
how we will react to the challenge. If we 
are to judge from past perform ance, we 
shall im m ediately step up our shipm ent 
of grain to Russia, perhaps extending 
better credit term s. 
What in fact could we do about it, if we 
had the will? The strateg ic situation is as

follows. The Soviet Union has perfected 
a m ighty naval base in Som alia, the pur­ 
pose of which is to dom inate the Indian 
Ocean. With the political conquest of 
Angola, it could situate a second m ajor 
base on the African continent at a 
southw estern diagonal, dom inating the 
south A tlantic; 
a G ibraltar, regulating 
traffic around the Cape of Good Hope. It 
is a textbook exam ple of the w orst thing 
a m ajor naval power can do to another 
m ajor naval power: against which, un­ 
d er the ru b ric of d eten te, we a re 
powerless except to sneak in a few sl­ 
ingshots through Zaire, and do a little 
table-pounding at the UN. 
J a m e s B u r n h a m r e m a r k s th e 
anom aly: that the sam e people who are 
a l w a y s 
t a l k i n g 
a b o u t 
th e 
i n ­ 
terdependence of the world, are those 
who fail to draw the logical conclusions 
from it. If we are dependent on a 
peacable Africa, for raw m aterials, for 
freedom of the seas, why do we perm it to 
happen what is now happening to us? 
Secretary K issinger no doubt believes 
that the A m erican will is not there to act 
in Angola. P erhaps — w hoever said our 
m issionary spirit burns as bright as 
Cuba’s? But he should try asking the 
Am erican people w hether they would 
support sanctions — I m ean real sanc­ 
tions — against the Soviet Union and 
Cuba, to be continued for as long as they 
seek to colonize Angola. 


De-Hooverizing 


A big political year is com ing up and as 
sure as the snow will fall in Yosem ite, 
politicians will be doing all sorts of 
things to grab a headline between now 
and next N ovm eber ju st to show they 
a re n ’t on recess all the tim e. 
Such is the case, it seem s, with Rep. 
G ilb e rt G ude, a R e p u b lic an fro m 
M ary lan d 
G ude is 
hopping m ade over the 
actions of the late J. 
E d g a r H oover, and 
says he will introduce 
a m easure in Congress 
to expunge Hoover’s 
nam e from the F B I’s 
n e w 
b u i l d i n g 
in 
W ashington. That new 
building cost in the 
m ulti-m illions and we 
are quite positive that 
t h e 
p l a q u e 
w ith 
H oover’s nam e cost 
plenty, too. But Gude w ants it out of 
there because of “ the abuse of in­ 
vestigate and police pow ers” by the late 
director, chiefly his “ sm ear cam paign” 
against M artin Luther King Jr. 
At least a couple of other congressm en 
have indicated they will either introduce 
or support sim ilar legislation. 
We certainly are n ’t in sym pathy with 
the late d irecto r’s form er actions as 
revealed recently in com m ittee hear­ 
ings However, it will be very surprising 
if G ude’s m ovem ent gets very far — not 
because of any g reat residue of adm ira­ 
tion for Hoover on Capitol Hill, or in the 
nation at large, but because this sort of 
postm ortum retribution sm acks a little 
too much of what was practiced in the 
Soviet Union not too m any years back 
Frankly, if we are to de-Hooverize the 
F B I’s headquarters, to be logical and 
fair about it all we ought also to de- 
Johnsonize and de-Kennedyize a host of 
m onum ents bearing these m en’s nam es 
Both presidents w ere responsible for. or 
perm itted, abuses of the investigative 
and police powers of the nation’s in­ 
te llig e n c e 
a g e n c ie s , 
a s h e a rin g s 
revealed 


Indeed, we could go back as far as 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, who, it has just 
been revealed, ordered the FBI to collect 
dossiers and m ake reports on A m ericans 
who opposed U.S. involvement in the w ar 
in Europe. 
It would have been m uch better had 
someone in Congress had the guts to 
stand up to Hoover while he was living. 
TTie fact that no one did, w hether or not 
the rum or is true that Hoover “ had 
som ething” on everyone in W ashington, 
is a sorry enough com m entary on the re­ 
cent history of the Republic.
